The duty to disclose all information 
known to be material to patentability is deemed to be satisfied if all information known to 
be material to patentability of any claim issued in a patent was cited by the Office or 
submitted to the Office in the manner prescribed by §§ L97(bWd) and 1.98.

of-proof standard, giving each term in the claim its broadest reasonable construction 
consistent with the specification, and before any consideration is given to evidence 
which may be submitted in an attempt to establish a contrary conclusion of 
patentability. ' 

(c) Individuals associated with the filing or prosecution of a patent application within the 
meaning of this section are:

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(2) Each attorney or agent who prepares or prosecutes the application; and 

(3) Every other jjereon who is substantively involved in the preparation or prosecution of 
file application and who is associated wilt the inventor, with the arenmre or with 
anyone to whom there is an obligation to assign the application.
